YOU  COULD  STILL  FIND  LARGE  CENTS  IN  CHANGE,  COLLECTORS  WOULD  BE 
STANDING  IN  LINE  AT  THE  BANKS.  IE  YOU  COULD  ONLY  FIND  THEM  BURIED 
IN  LONG  FORGOTTEN  KEGS  BENEATH  RAILROAD  TRAVERSES  THE  SALES  OF
